)pperating      through      Parish      Conferences, 


which  function  with  the  permission  and  cooper- 
ation of  Pastors,  members  meet  weekly,  to  join 
in  common  prayer  and  to  discuss  the  condition 
of  needy  families  that  have  been  "adopted." 
Each  family  is  visited  at  least  once  a  week  by  a 
committee  of  two  members,  who  as  representa- 
tatives  of  the  Conference  endeavor  "to  relieve 
the  spiritual  and  corporal  necessities  of  the 
destitute."  In  the  dispensing  of  aid,  the  mem- 
bers are  guided  by  the  advice  of  Tobias:  "If 
thou  hast  much,  give  abundantly;  if  thou  host 
little,  take  care  even  so  to  bestow  willingly  a 
little." 

Conference  funds  are  derived  from  various 
sources:  contributions  by  the  members  them- 
selves; donations  and  legacies;  collections  in 
church;  offerings  placed  in  "poor  boxes"; 
lectures,  entertainments,  etc.,  of  an  entirely 
Christian  character. 

Ever  faithful  to  its  basic  Rule,  but  prudently 
reconciling  a  respect  for  tradition  with  a  recog- 
nition of  changing  social  and  economic  cir- 
cumstances, the  Society  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul 
expanded  rapidly,  at  first  in  France  and  later 
in  other  countries.  In  1845,  only  twelve  years 
after  its  original  formation,  the  Society  estab- 
lished a  unit  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  the  first 
Conference  in  the  United  States.  The  Particular 
Council  of  Boston  was  instituted  in  1861,  and 
today  includes  106  local  Conferences,  with  a 
membership  of  more  than  1200  men  from 
every  walk  of  life.  The  eightieth  annual  report 
of  the  Boston  circumscription  reveals  that  dur- 
ing the  past  year  more  than  87,000  visits  were 
made  to  the  homes  of  the  poor;  64,508  persons 
in  12,270  families  were  assisted;  109  irregular 
marriages  were  rectified;  2,579  children  were 
enrolled  in  parochial  and  Sunday  schools; 
3,840  religious  articles  were  distributed;  1,060 
medical  cases  were  cared  for;  $283,354  was 
expended. 

Work  of  similar  character  is  being  carried  on 
by  other  Massachusetts  units  of  the  Society, 
centered  in  Taunton,  Brockton,  Lynn,  New 
Bedford,  Lowell,  Salem,  Fall  River,  Springfield, 
Pittsfield,   Lawrence,  and  Worcester. 

Since  its  inception,  the  Society  of  St.  Vin- 
cent de  Paul  has  enjoyed  the  invaluable  friend- 
ship and  assistance  of  the  clergy.  Many  of  our 
Sovereign  Pontiffs  have  granted  generous  in-

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"Resolved:  That  the  Senators  and  Congressmen 
from  Massachusetts  be  requested  to  take  immediate  ac- 
tion to  have  the  present  Selective  Service  Act  amended, 
if  necessary,  to  provide  that  deferment  be  granted  to  all 
students  who  are  candidates  for  either  Graduate  or  Un- 
dergraduate Degrees  as  long  as  they  continue  to  fulfill 
the  requirements  necessary  to  obtain  the  degree  for  which 
they  may  be  enrolled."  (Adopted  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Officers  and  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Boston  College 
Alumni  Association  at  a  meeting  held  on  May  16,  1 941 . ) 


In  support  of  the  above  resolution  the  fol- 
lowing considerations  are  advanced: 

At  the  outset  it  should  be  distinctly  under- 
stood that  we  stand  four-square  for  adequate 
notional  defense.  However,  since  the  content 
and  expression  of  the  Selective  Service  Act  was 
designed  particularly  as  a  peace-time  measure, 
the  act  should  be  implemented  as  a  peace- 
time measure.  To  say  that  we  are  practically 
on  the  verge  of  war  does  not  alter  the  situation. 
Until  the  act  shall  have  been  changed  by  legis- 
lative process,  it  remains  strictly  a  peace-time 
measure. 

The  distinction  between  peace-time  and  war- 
time conscription  should  be  clearly  kept  in 
mind.  Our  request  is  for  deferment  during 
peace-time  conscription  so  as  to  reduce  to  its 
lowest  possible  minimum,  consistent  with  the 
purpose  of  the  enactment,  the  necessary  dislo- 
cation in  the  lives  of  our  young  men  and  of 
our  institutions,  so  as  to  assure  the  general 
welfare  in  the  future  as  well  as  the  general 
preparedness  in  the  present.  Deferment  in  war- 
time conscription  may  at  times  be  tantamount 
to  exemption  since  the  conflict  may  be  con- 
cluded before  one  who  is  deferred  is  subse- 
quently called.  Not  so  with  peace-time  con- 
scription, and  especially  while  it  is  planned  to 
induct  into  actual  service  each  year  only  about 
one-sixteenth  of  those  who  ore  theoretically 
subject  to  coll. 

None  more  vigorously  than  we  would  depre- 
cate any  form  of  class-legislation.  It  is  our 
unwavering  convinction  that  all  should  make 
equal  sacrifices.  The  present  resolution  can 
not  and  should  not  be  construed  as  a  request 
for  special  privilege  for  any  'class". 

This  view  is  supported  by  the  fact  that  it 
has  long  been  the  established  policy  of  all 
institutions  of  higher  learning  to  provide  edu- 
cation for  boys  of  superior  ability  regardless  of 
their  means.  As  a  result  a  very  large  number, 
perhaps  even  the  majority,  of  students  in  col- 
lege today  come  from  homes  of  modest,  or  even 


poor  circumstances.  Secondly,  it  should  b 
clearly  understood  that  deferment,  not  exemp 
tion,  is  sought.  Thirdly,  in  a  democracy  such  c 
ours,  the  time  and  place  assigned  for  the  trair 
ing  of  one  group  of  young  men  can  very  we 
be  different  from  the  time  and  place  assigne 
to  another  group;  since,  differing  in  talent 
and  in  objectives,  different  contributions  ar^ 
expected  from  them.  Democracy  strives  fc' 
national  unity  through  the  maximum  concer^ 
trotion  of  varied  individual  efforts.  Unity  is  c 
the  essence  of  democracy  as  uniformity  cha* 
acterizes  totalitarianism.  ^ 

It  is  our  reasoned  opinion  that  the  defermeri 
requested  is  from  the  long  range  viewpoint,  i, 
the  best  interests  of  the  national  welfare.  Sine 
it  is  vital  to  the  national  welfare  that  the  flo 
of  trained  men  into  national  life  should  corj 
tinue,  lest  notional  strength  be  exhausted, 
is  imperative  that  the  training  of  young  me 
for  future  place  in  the  national  life  must  cor 
tinue  apace. 

It  has  been  well   said  that  "education  th« 
makes    a    people    competent    to    exercise    tt^ 
rights  and   duties  of   intelligent  citizenship 
OS  important  in  the  perpetuation  of  democrat] 
as  technical  knowledge  in  the  military  sciences 
Side  by  side  with  this  premise  should  be  co(| 
sidered  the  fact  that  the  army  and  the  na^i 
have  recognized  the  value  of  higher  educatio 
by  limiting  admission   into  certain  branches  < 
the  service  to  those  with  college  training  or 
frequently  showing  a  decided  tendency  towon., 
the   selection   of  college  trained   men   for  a(:j 
voncement  to  officers'   rank.  1 

The  experience  of  the  lost  war  shows  that| 
large  percentage  of  men  who  leave  school  fi 
military  service  never  return  to  complete  thej 
studies.    If   that   situation    is    repeated    in    ft 
present  instance  we  shall  suffer  a  serious  shor 
age  of  trained  men  in  all  branches.  The  fin 
result  will  be  that  the  coming  generation  w. 
be   figuratively  decapitated.   Will    not  the  tr 
mendous  burden  of  debt  which  we  must  pa 
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1  to  the  next  generation  prove  a  sufficient 
)stacle  for  them  to  contend  with,  without  at 
e  same  time  depriving  them  of  intelligent, 
3ined  leadership? 

The  troining  of  young  men  in  Science  is 
jcessary  for  the  immediate  as  well  as  the 
mote  defense  of  the  Nation.  Men  also,  trained 

take  their  places  as  leaders  in  the  economic 
id  social  life  of  the  Nation  when  the  emer- 
;ncy  has  passed,  will  be  found  vitally  neces- 
ry.  The  solution  of  the  problems  of  economic 
id  social  reconstruction  with  which  we  will  be 
ced  when  the  impending  crisis  has  passed, 
ould  be  given  consideration  equal  to  that 
lich  we  give  to  the  problems  of  present  and 
tture   defense.    If   nations   presently   engaged 

a  conflict,  in  which  their  very  existence  is 
liimittedly   at   stake,    recognize    the   necessity 

continuing  the  training  of  men  to  take  the 
3d  in  post-war  reconstruction,  we  should  be 
ortsighted,  indeed,  were  we  to  sacrifice  the 
itire  future  on  the  altar  of  an  uncertain  pres- 
it.   As  President  Stanford  of  the  Association 

American  Colleges  so  well  expressed,  we 
ould  "work  for  the  loyal  patriotism  which 
pports  Notional  Preparedness,  and  work 
lainst  that  pseudo  patriotism  born  of  haste 
id  hysteria  which  would  hamper  or  destroy 
e  freedom  of  colleges  to  carry  on  the  essential 
i)rk  of  education." 

The  need  of  trained  men  in  all  branches  is 

ident,   if  Democracy,  which   is  dependent  on 

diffusion  of  leadership,  is  itself  to  survive, — 

•jained  men  in  the  Ministry  that  the  religious 


and  moral  life  of  the  people  may  be  safe- 
guarded; trained  men  in  Education  in  order 
that  the  present  standards  of  learning  and  the 
future  development  of  Education  may  flourish; 
trained  men  in  Government  that  the  quality  of 
intelligent  leadership  in  Democracy  may  con- 
tinue in  these  troublous  times  when  the  very 
foundation  of  Democracy  is  threatened  on  all 
sides;  trained  men  in  Social  Studies  in  order 
that  the  social  consciousness  of  the  Nation 
which  is  at  the  root  of  democratic  freedom  may 
not  die;  trained  men  in  Medicine  in  order  to 
insure  the  continuance  of  notional  physical 
health. 

The  desire  on  the  part  of  the  colleges  to  open 
their  resources  to  the  Nation  in  the  present 
emergency  as  they  have  always  done  in  the 
post,  is  alrealy  abundantly  evident.  While  it  is 
essential  that  a  mighty  air  force,  a  powerful 
army  and  on  invincible  navy  be  provided  for 
immediate  protection  against  any  attack,  yet 
of  equal  importance  to  the  future  of  America 
is  the  leadership  that  the  colleges  and  universi- 
ties have  given  and  will  continue  to  give  to  the 
Nation,

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dulgences  and  other  favors  to  the  Society. 
Pius  IX,  for  example,  not  only  endowed  the 
work  of  the  Vincentions  with  many  graces,  but 
also,  on  August  1,  1851,  bestowed  upon  the 
Society  the  privilege  of  being  placed  under  a 
Cardinal  Protector,  resident  at  Rome.  While 
he  was  Papal  Secretary  of  State,  the  present 
Vicar  of  Christ,  Pius  XII,  held  the  position  of 
Cardinal   Protector. 

Today  the  Society  is  faced  with  a  multitude 
of  problems,  domestic,  national,  and  interna- 
tional. Its  responsibilities  have  been  multiply- 
ing at  the  same  time  that  its  material  resources 
have  been  impaired  by  chaotic  conditions  in 
so  many  of  the  countries  where  the  Society  has 
functioned  for  decades.  As  always,  however, 
its  members  place  their  confidence  in  the 
grace  of  God  and  in  the  intercession  of  their 
saintly  Patron,  Vincent  de  Paul.  As  in  the  days 
of  Ozanam,  they  ore  endeavoring  "to  follow 
in  his  footsteps,  to  regulate  their  conduct  by 
his  example,  and  to  obey  his  maxims;  because 
they  are  persuaded  that  ,in  thus  acting,  they 
conform  themselves,  according  to  the  measure 
of  their  limited  powers,  to  the  precepts  of  Him 
Who  is  the  Way,  the  Truth,  and  the  Life."

'^^  The  Law  School  will  admit  women  students  beginning  with 
ie  academic  year  1941-1942.  This  change  in  the  educational 
olicy  of  the  School  was  announced  by  the  President  and 
rustees  of  Boston  College  on  May  12,  1941.  The  decision  was 
ased  upon  requests  for  admission  by  women,  particularly 
raduates  of  Catholic  colleges,  and  the  fact  that  physical  ac- 
ommodations,  heretofore  lacking,  are  now  available.  This 
iction  will  bring  the  admission  policy  of  the  Law  School  in  line 
lith  that  of  the  Graduate  School,  the  School  of  Social  Work, 
I  nd  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  Intown.  It  is  not  antici- 
ated,  however,  that  the  number  of  women  law  students  will 
e  large. 

The  enrollment  of  the  Law  School  during  the  current  aca- 
emic  year  is  two  hundred  and  seventy  eight.  Forty-two  colleges 
nd  universities  are  represented  in  the  student  body.  In  order 
D  alleviate  the  hardships  imposed  by  the  Selective  Service  Act, 
ne  Trustees  of  the  College  have  announced  that  the  entire 
jjition  for  any  incompleted  semester  will  be  refunded  to  a  stu- 
tent  compelled  to  withdraw  from  the  Law  School  by  the  draft.

^^  The  newspapers  of  Boston,  and  the  rest  of  the  United  States, 
have  declared  on  unofficial  moratorium  on  all  things  related  to 
Boston  College  football  until  another  football  season  rolls 
around,  and  even  the  most  rabid  Eagle  fan  is  content  with  this 
edict.  Ever  since  last  August,  when  the  boarding  house  reach 
for  the  Sugar  Bowl  was  begun  at  Chestnut  Hill,  right  up  'till 
the  intra-squad  game  of  a  few  weeks  ago,  the  canvas  panted 
huskies  of  the  Heights  and  their  doings  have  consumed  acres 
of  space  on  the  local  sports  pages,  and  it's  only  fair  after  all 
that  the  Braves  and  Red  Sox  should  receive  a  few  inches  of 
the  same  without  having  to  battle  for  it  during  the  summer 
months 

Similiarly,  the  ALUMNI  NEWS  hereby  issues  its  procla- 
mation to  cease  and  desist  until  fall,  principally,  though,  be- 
cause there  is  no  further  issue  of  this  magazine  until  then. 
We  really  could  go  on  talking  about  the  Eagles,  their  triumphs, 
their  prospects,  right  on  through  the  heat  of  the  dog  days,  even 
though  the  Braves  should  win  the  pennant  and  the  Red  Sox 
uncover  four  pitchers  who  could  go  the  full   nine  inning  route. 

And,  even  now,  we  are  going  to  get  in  a  few  last  words 
which  will  consist  principally  of  an  introduction  of  one  Dennis 
E.  Myers,  formerly  of  Algona,  Iowa,  and  a  hasty  guess  as  to 
the  fate  awaiting  him  when  the  leaves,  along  with  the  hopes 
of  college  coaches,  begin  to  fall. 

This  Mr,  Myers  was  born  in  the  aforementioned  hamlet 
of  Algona  (pop.  something  under  4,192)  in  the  year  1906. 
As  a  baby,  he  showed  great  proficiency  at  blocking  and  tackling 
and  was  very  fast  pulling  out  of  the  line,  so  that  it  was  only 
natural  he  should  enter  the  University  of  Iowa  and  become  a 
football  star  as  soon  as  was  possible.  From  the  University  he 
made  playing  and  coaching  stops  at  such  way  stations  as  the 
University  of  West  Virginia,  Brown,  I  ronton,  Ohio;  Chicago, 
Hanging  Rocks,  Iowa;  and  Yale  before  discoving  the  error  of  his 
ways  and  coming  to  Boston  College  on  the  13th  of  March  in 
the  fateful  year  1941. 

Dennis,  or  Denny,  as  he  was  called  around  the  street 
corners  of  Algona  and  Hanging  Rocks,  made  one  earlier  visit  to 
Boston  College.  That  was  on  Saturday  the  15th  of  February 
of  the  same  year,  when  news  reached  him  that  Notre  Dame 
had  invaded  the  near  East  the  day  before  and  made  off  with 
a  party  of  four  coaches  at  University  Heights.  Denny  drove  up 
the  pike  early  that  morning,  explained  to  John  Curley  that  he 
was  an  unemployed  football  coach  looking  for  work,  and  then 
drove  back  to  Providence  figuring  that  he  had  at  least  done  his 
best  in  the  matter  and  wondering  what  more  famous,  big  name 
coach  would  get  the  job. 
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Through  the  following  weeks,  Myers'  heretofore  almost 
unheard  of  name  kept  breaking  through  the  brilliance  of  such 
coaching  by-words  as  "Slip"  Modigan,  "Clipper"  Smith,  Jack 
Meagher,  "Moon"  Mullins  and  other  Horace  Manns  of  the 
coaching  profession.  Still  no  one  paid  him  any  great  attention. 
And  finally,  when  the  announcement  of  his  actual  appointment 
was  made,  even  Myers,  himself  was  surprised. 

But  he  drove  back  along  the  pike  that  next  day,  and  calm 
as  you  please,  took  over  at  Boston  College.  Since  then,  he  and 
his  wife  have  taken  an  apartment  in  Newton,  and  Denny  has 
conducted  a  very  profitable  spring  practice  at  the  Heights.  Now 
he's  resting  as  well  as  possible  and  waiting  eagerly  for  fall. 

He  had  a  pretty  good  look  at  his  Eagle  team  during  those 
weeks  of  spring  practice,  and  it  was  a  look  that  left  him  quite 
pleased.  He  imparted  a  good  deal  of  football  knowledge  to  his 
players  and,  what  is  perhaps  most  important  of  all,  developed 
in  them  a  feeling  of  confidence. 

That's  just  one  of  the  many  assets  that  Denny  Myers  has 
on  his  side  as  he  takes  over  at  Boston  College — that  ability  to 
inspire  confidence  where  confidence  is  an  essential.  Denny  also 
has  a  fine  knowledge  of  football,  the  tricks  of  the  trade,  and 
an  almost  insufferable  love  of  the  gome.  He  will  talk  football 
day  and  night,  and  even  when  his  breakfast  grapefruit  squirts 
through  the  morning  air  it  does  so  in  a  graceful  spiral. 

Myers'  professional  experience  will  stand  him  \n  good 
stead  in  his  new  task,  for  the  college  game  is  now  played  with 
complete  professional  perfection  and  Myers  is  faced  with  the 
task  of  developing  this  keenness  of  ability  in  his  Eagle  elevens. 
To  help  him  here  he  has  surrounded  himself  with  a  young, 
capable  staff  of  assistants,  Carl  Brumbaugh  late  of  the  Chicago 
Bears,  Harry  Morr,  and  Moody  Sarno.  They  have  adapted  their 
ideas  and  methods  to  fit  the  Myers'  system  and  the  four  worked 
well  together  during  the  spring  practice  session. 

As  liabilities  Myers  has  facing  him  the  draft  and  Tulane, 
Clemson,  Georgetown,  Tennessee  and  Holy  Cross,  the  five 
thorns  on  the  worst  bramble  of  teams  Boston  College  has  ever 
scheduled.  And  you  can  add  to  this  the  jinx  that  always  haunts 
champions,  for  Boston  College  will  face  the  1941  season  as  a 
champion,  a  taunt  to  every  challenger  on  the  schedule. 

That,  in  itself,  is  enough  t»  cause  any  coach  to  have  a 
sleepless  summer,  and  when  you  throw  in  St.  Anslem,  Manhat- 
tan, Temple,  Woke  Forest  and  Boston  University  as  the 
"breathers"  on  the  docket,  it's  easy  to  see  that  he  can  expect 
something  of  a  breathless  autumn.  But  Denny  Myers  doesn't 
seem  to  be  bothered  at  the  fate  awaiting  him,  and  instead  he 
seems  to  be  awaiting  it  with  a  more  than  moderate  amount  of 
confidence.  He  doesn't  expect  to  equal  the  record  of  the  Sugar 
Bowl  team,  only  a  confounded  egotist  could  expect  that,  but 
he  has  hopes  of  doing  just  that  or  at  least  approaching  the 
record  of  the  1940  season. 

And,  what  is  more,  he  plans  to  give  the  customers  a  bril- 
liant show  for  their  money  every  time  the  Eagles  play.  His  of- 
fence will  be  a  wide  open  one,  sprinkled  with  razzle  dazzle, 
tempered  with  the  T  formation,  and  synchronized  with  a  series 
of  line  ploys  which,  all  hope,  will  be  good  for  any  necessary 
gains  at  any  crucial  moments. 

Win,  lose  or  draw,  however,  there  is  the  finest  grid  show 
in  many  a  year  awaiting  Boston  fans  next  season  with  the  likes 
of  the  teams  ennumerated  above  flocking  into  Fenway  Park 
v.'eek  after  week  along  with  another  trip  to  that  city  of  cities. 
New  Orleans,  in  late  September.  It  should  indeed  be  quite  a  sea- 
son, and  although  the  papers  ore  forced  to  forget  all  about 
Boston  College  football  for  the  present,  it  seems  that  there'll 
be  plenty  for  them  to  write  about  when  the  Eagles  and  Denny 
Myers  break  into  action  again.
